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MR. ROCKEFELLER’S ACHIEVEMENT. 
Not a few people question whether there 
is sueh a thing as progress. 
They cannot 
deny the advances that are made in differ­ 
ent departments of human activity. 
And 
no advance of this kind is quite so striking 
as the growth which has taken place in 
scientific medicine. 
While most of the professions have re­ 
mained stationary, or have tended to retro­ 
grade, medicine has leaped from achieve­ 
ment to achievement. 
Its finest develop­ 
ments have been in the past decade and a 
half and unlike most such movements, the 
explanation is easily at hand. 
Curiously 
enough, the two greatest world foundations 
can each claim a share of the credit for 
what has been 
accomplished. 
The Car­ 
negie Foundation by its exposure of the 
weak places in medical education in this 
country brought about a house cleaning of 
incalculable value. The Rockefeller Foun­ 
dation by its amazingly liberal financing of 
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the field work and laboratory work which 
has been conducted under its auspices has 
made possible the most extraordinary re­ 
sults. 
These reflections are suggested by the 
appearance of the 
annual 
report of the 
Rockefeller Foundation with its summary 
of its activities for the first decade of its 
establishment. 
During the past ten years, 
it is stated, Mr. Rockefeller has given the 
foundation a total 
of 
$182,704,624— the 
most princely benefaction in history—and 
its disbursements have amounted to $76,- 
800,000. 
Of course, the money of the Carnegie 
Foundation and the Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion could not have 
wrought 
the things 
which it has wrought if Pasteur and Koch 
and the other great pioneers of scientific 
medicine had not blazed the w ay. 
J he 
time was ripe for such an institution as -he 
Rockefeller F o u n d a t i o n to e n t e r the Ii id. 
It must be marked down for Mr. K^ckefel- 
ler that h e h a d t h e v isio n 
make what 
would now seem to have been the wisest 
possible use of the vast foitune which he 
had accumulated.

COLLEGE A N D PRESIDENCY. 


Prom the Manchester Union. 
Several of our chief executives have not 
been college men, nine 
of them in fact. 
And amongst these are the greatest of all, 
Washington and Lincoln. Beside these two 
preeminent names are those of Cleveland 
and McKinley, who surely stand very high 
in respect bf presidential quality and in 
public esteem. Then there is Jackson, w ho 
most assuredly was not lacking in presi­ 
dential stuff, as witness his two-fisted way 
of handling nullification. Van Buren, Tay­ 
lor, Fillmore and Johnson complete the list 
of non-college men who have occupied the 
wrhite house. 
One thing is noteworthy, however, in 
this connection. 
For the first time in the 
history of the nation five college graduates 
in succession have 
achieved 
presidential 
honors, Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson, Harding 
and Coolidge received 
their degrees in 
course. 
And of all the men now’ talked 
seriously about for the presidency, only 
one, former Governor James M. Cox, is not 
a college man. 
So present indications are 
that the presidency will more and more be 
filled with graduates of the higher institu­ 
tions of learning. 
The list of colleges is not devoid of inter­ 
est. 
Harvard 
is tied 
with William and 
Mary, each having three presidents on its 
honor roll, those of Harvard being John 
Adams, John Quincy Adams and Roosevelt, 
and those of William and Mary, Jefferson, 
Monroe and Tyler. 
Princeton has Madi­ 
son and Wilson. 
William Henry Harrison 
was 
graduated 
from 
Hampden-Sidney, 
Polk from the University of North Caro­ 
lina, Pierce from Bowdoin, Buchanan from 
Dickinson, Grant from West Point, Hayes 
from Kenyon, Garfield from Williams, 
Arthur from Union, 
Benjamin 
Harrison 
from Miami, Taft from Yale, Harding from 
Ohio Central and Coolidge from Amherst. 
One cannot but be struck by the absence 
from this list of the so-called land grant col­ 
lege. 
However, it would not be fair to 
draw hard and fast conclusions from this. 
The land grant, or state aid, college is of 
comparatively recent growth. Its evolution 
into the state university is still more recent. 
It w -Id be '^ell to reserve judgment 
a 
generation or so on the comparative presi­ 
dent-making capacities of the liberal arts 
and the technical colleges. 
Yet the latrt-r 
have been functioning since civil war days, 
and one cannot but notice their absence 
from this list. They will have to appear in 
it before many decades or stand as mute 
witnesses to the higher value of the all- 
around training of the liberal arts college.

MORE CELERY COMBINATIONS 


ELERY makes a very pretty 
w garnish when curled. Cut It in 
two-incli 
lengths 
with 
a 
sharp 
knife; beginning at the outside of 
the stalk, make fine cuts to the cen­ 
ter, leaving a tilt to hold the spray 
together; turn the other end of the 
Btalk and cut in the same way. 
Drop the pieces thus shredded into 
Icecold water and in an hour they 
will be curled. These curled pieces 
; may be used in salads with other 
vegetables or fruits, or they may 
be used as a garnish for a dish. 
Hashed Potatoes With Celery.— 
Melt one and one-half tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter over a moderate fire; 
put in one cupful of finely chopped 
celery; cook for fifteen minutes, 
stirring occasionally, then add two 
cupfuls of cold boiled potatoes fine­ 
ly chopped and cook until slightly 
{colored. 
When nearly done season 
with salt and pepper and serve 
sprinkled with chopped parsley. 
Scrambled Eggs With Celery.— 
Melt one tablespoonful of butter; 
cdr] four tablespoonfuls of chopped 
'celery; cook slowly for fifteen min­ 
u t e s ; odd four eggs and stir until 
Bet; season well and serve at once. 
Baked Celery With Cheese.—To 
two cupfuls of celery, cooked until 
tender, cut in Inch pieces, prepare 
one cupful of white sauce and dice 
one cupful of good, snappy cheese. 
In a baking dish put a layer of cel­ 
ery; cover with a layer of cheese, 
then the cheese with a layer of 
white sauce. 
Repeat, using the 
above proportion; finish the top 
with white sauce covered with but­ 
tered crumbs. 
Put into the oven 
long enough to brown the crumbs 
end thoroughly heat the dish. Over­ 
cooking will toughen the cheese and 
make it stringy, unattractive and 
hard to dlcrost.

PICKLING TIME 
A 
DELICIOUS pickle that is well 
liked by those who are fond of 
olive oil is: 
Oil Pickle*.—Take one hundred 
small cucumbers, finger-length in 
size, 
three medium-sized 
onions, 
two quarts of vinegar, two-thirds 
of a cupful of mustard seed, one 
tablespoonful of celery seed, one 
tablespoonful 
of 
freshly 
ground 
pepper, one cupful of olive oil. 
Slice the well-washed cucumbers 
without peeling, add the sliced on­ 
ions—a small onion will make a 
better looking pickle—one may use 
a dozen or more; sprinkle with salt 
and set aside to stand over night. 
In the morning rinse oft the salt 
and drain the cucumbers and on­ 
ions. 
Place in a jar, add the sea­ 
sonings, oil and vinegar, mix well, 
let stand for a day or two, then put 
Into jars and seal. 
Keep In a cool 
place. 
Cucumber 
Catsup.—Peel 
and 
grate ripe cucumbers, squeezing out 
as much of the juice as possible. 
To a pint of the unsqueezed pulp 
use a cupful of good strong vinegar, 
a grated onion, one red pepper 
finely chopped and salt to make pal­ 
atable. lf the pepper is not hot add 
a half-teaspoonful of cayenne pep­ 
per. 
Bottle and seal. 
This is de­ 
licious with fish in the winter when 
such foods are high in price. 
Wild Grapes With Orange Rind. 
•—Put the peeling of two oranges 
through 
the meat 
chopper, 
add 
three times as much water as 
ground peel, let stand over night. 
Simmer for tw o hours the next day 
and let stand again over night. Sim­ 
mer one quart of wild grapes, add­ 
ing all the green ones. Put through 
a fruit press to remove seeds. Com­ 
bine the pulp with the orange rind 
and to every three cupfuls of the 
mixture add twro and one-half cup­ 
fuls of sugar; simmer until it jel­ 
lies, then pour into glasses. 
Mustard Pickles.—To a gallon of 
vinegar 
add 
one-half cupful 
of 
mustard and one cupful of salt, two 
cupfuls of brown sugar. 
Mix cold 
and drop In the well-washed cucum­ 
bers as they are gathered; cover 
with horseradish leaves.

Mexico Recognized 


The restoration of diplomatic rela­ 
tions between the governments of the 
United States and Mexico is an event 
which may prove to be of import­ 
ant significance in a business way.

wants nothing of Mexico but that 
American citizens who » sit the coun­ 
try or seek to transact business there 
shall be accorded the protection of 
the laws of the country, in those 
personal and property rights which 
are recognized in all civilized coun­ 
tries, and which this country accords 
reciprocity to citizens of Mexico here. 
The matters that have been at issue 
between the two countries have been 
tinder patient consideration between 
:he Mexican government and a very 
tompctent Commission appointed by 
the President of the United States, 
and the agreement arrived at has 
been approved by the Secretary of 
State and President of the United 
Slates.
